ATTORNEY GENERAL WILLIAMS TAI KS PRACE. 


Wasuiveton, July 24.—A detegation of prominent 
Officiais from South Carolina, consisting of Hon. W. 
D. Porter, Gen. J. B. Kershaw, R. W. Sims and S. A. 
Durham, accompanied by Assistant Secretary 
Sawyer, of the treasury, this a. mu, waited on 
Attorney, General Williams, requesting all proceed 
ings in that State in reference to the outrrges of the 
Ku-Klux Klan, be suspended, and urging the pardon 
of those already confined in the Albany penitentiry. 
They represent that as an organisation the Klan has 
ceased to exist in the ftite, and that a lenient 
policy on the pirt of the government will tend 
to restore peace an 1 order. Attorney General Wil- 
liams informed them that it was the policy of the 
Goverament to prosecute only aggravatei cases, 
orders having aiready been given to that effect, and 
that as soon as the President was fully satisfied that 
peaceable citizens would be protected in their 
property and life, a general suspension of prosecution 
would be desirable. 

He also informed the delegation that many Ku Klux 
prisoners had been pardoned, and pardons would be 
issued to the others, the most agravated cases being 
detained till the last 

The delegation was much pleased with the encour 
ment given by the Attorney General, The delegation 
will visit Long Branch and have an interview with 
President Grant.
